«frowing  of  crops  for  market  by  growers  who  have  heretofore 
grown  for  seed,  the  extreme  difficulty  of  getting  railroad  de- 
liveries, as  well  as  almost  complete  failure  of  some  crops  in 
large  seed  growing  sections,  have  combined  to  raise  the  price  of 
high  grade  seed  to  heretofore  unheard  of  prices,  and  have  made 
it  difficult  for  us  to  make  ready  with  a complete  stock  to  serve 
pur  trade. 

j We  have,  however,  managed  to  provide  as  ample  stock  as 
possible  for  our  customers,  and  we  believe  we  will  be  able  to 
take  care  of  your  wants  throughout  the  season.  With  an 
Unswerving  purpose  to  give  “Quality  First”  and  offer  our 
trade  nothing  but  the  best  that  is  grown,  as  well  as  prompt, 
faithful,  and  pains-taking  service  to  the  planters,  market 
gardeners,  as  well  as  the  small  gardeners  of  the  South,  and  due 
appreciation  for  the  liberal  patronage  given  us  in  the  past,  we 
make  our  bow  for  the  season  1918. 


GENERAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  ORDERING 


The  unusually  high  and  fluctuating  market  makes  it 
necessary  that  we  make  prices  on  very  conservative  quantities, 
and  all  prices  made  are  subject  to  change  without  notice.  We 
will  be  glad  to  quote  prices  on  any  seed  cataloged,  as  well  as 
on  any  we  may  not  have  listed,  on  application,  and  will  at 
that  time  give  the  customer  the  benefit  of  the  very  best  price 
that  can  be  made  on  anything  inquired  about. 

TERMS. — Our  terms  are  strictly  cash.  Customers 
should  include  money  to  pay  carrying  charges.  In  order  to 
prevent  our  customers  from  having  the  loss  and  trouble  of 
having  money  returned  and  having  to  re-order  we  make  the 
following  general  rules: 

When  the  amount  sent  is  not  enough  to  pay  for  goods 
ordered  we  send  as  much  as  the  remittance  wiU  pay  for. 

Unless  you  state  specifically  not  to  do  so,  if  we  are  out  of 
the  varieties  ordered  and  have  a variety  which  we  know  to  be 
of  the  same  general  kind  and  just  as  well  suited  for  your 
wants,  we  will  send  the  other  variety.  We  do  this  in  order 
to  prevent  delay  in  your  planting. 


How  to  Send  an  Order. — You  will  find  in  the  front  of  this 
book  a yellow  order  sheet,  perforated  for  tearing  out,  also  an 
addressed  envelope  to  send  the  order  in.  When  convenient, 
always  use  this  order  sheet.  Please  do  not  write  anything  on 
the  order  sheet  except  items  wanted  and  what  pertains  to  the 
order.  Write  on  separate  sheet  when  asking  for  prices,  or 
questions  to  be  answered  or  information  given,  this  would 
avoid  the  possibility  of  , being  overlooked.  Also  insure  quick 
attention  to  information  asked.

to  pay  such  charges.  When  remittance  more  than  covers  cost  of 
seed  ordered  the  quantity  will  be  increased  to  cover  remittance 
or  money  refunded,  as  desired. 

By  Freight. — All  heavy  orders,  such  as  Peas,  Beans,  Com, 
Field  Seed,  Onion  Sets,  Potatoes,  Fertilizers,  Implements,  In- 
secticides, etc.,  should  be  ordered  sent  by  freight,  and  accurate 
shipping  directions  given. 


Terms. — All  orders  to  secure  prompt  attention  should  be 
accompanied  with  the  cash.  When  remittance  falls  short  of 
amount  of  goods  ordered  it  is  our  custom  to  reduce  quantity 
sent,  instead  of  delaying  order  by  writing. 

C.  O.  D. — We  do  not  ship  goods  “C.  0.  D.”  unless  enough 
money  accompanies  the  order  to  pay  express  or  freight  charges 
both  ways,  in  case  goods  are  not  taken  when  received  at  desti- 
nation; besides  it  is  more  expensive  to  the  customer  to  order 
“C.  0.  D.”  as  he  has  to  pay  return  charges  on  the  money. 

How  to  Send  Money. — By  Postoffice  or  Express  Money 
Order,  Bank  check  or  draft,  cash  by  registered  letter.  We 
accept  clean  postage  stamps  for  small  amounts  the  same  as 
cash. 

By  Express. — Orders  too  heavy  for  mails  (five  pounds  and 
over)  should  be  ordered  by  express  when  quick  time  is  desired, 
and  if  no  agent  at  your  town  the  express  will  have  to  be  pre- 


Guarantee.— While  we  use  every  care  to  see  that  seeds  are 
pure  and  reliable,  it  is  impracticable  to  guarantee  seeds  under 
all  circumstances.  There  are  m.any  contingencies  arising:  not 
sowing  at  a proper  depth;  the  soil  not  in  proper  condition  at 
time  of  planting,  too  wet  or  too  dry;  insects  destroying  the 
plants  as  soon  as  or  before  they  appear;  temperature  not  con- 
ducive to  germination;  all  of  which  prove  the  injustice  to  the 
honest  seedsman  of  the  guarantee. 

For  this  reason  we  give  no  warranty,  express  or  implied, 
as  to  description,  quality,  productiveness,  or  any  other  matter 
of  any  Seeds,  Plants,  or  Bulbs  we  send  out,  and  we  will  not 
be,  in  any  way,  responsible  for  the  crops  grown  therefrom.  If 
the  purchaser  does  not  accept  the  goods  on  these  terms,  they 
are  at  once  to  be  returned  and  the  money  that  has  been  paid 
for  the  same  will  be  refunded.

— Artichokes  may  be  planted 
whole  or  cut  up  into  pieces,  leaving  two  or  more  eyes  to  the 
piece.  When  cut,  five  to  six  bushels  will  plant  an  acre.  You 
should  plant  some  for  hog  feed  as  it  surpasses  any  root  crop 
for  this  purpose.  , , , , 

They  may  be  left  in  the  ground  for  the  hogs  to  harvest, 
or  dug  and  used  in  winter,  but  as  a rule  are  poor  keepers,  and 
as  their  planting  season  is  from  December  to  March,  we  espec- 
ially request  early  orders,  as  we  cannot  keep  them  for  late 
use.
